The resolution directing the inquiry 


•ivas introduced by Senator Kenyon and 
passed by the senate Tuesday. Prior to 
this the commission had under consid- 
eration the matter of instituting an in- 
quiry on its own initiative. Its author- 
ity so to do was unquestioned, but- in 
view of litigation over the receivership 
of the.Frisco lines and the disinclina- 
tiofT of the commission to inject itself 
voluntarily into a situation that already 
•was in the hands of the courts, it was 
deemed wiser to await affirmative di- 
rection by either the senate or house of 
representatives or both. 


Immediately upon receipt of official 


notice of the passage of the Kenyon res- 
olution the commission sets its 'machin- 
ery in motion.

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The Democratic City Platform. 


[Analysis of the democratic city platform adopted for 


the municipal campaign of 1013 shows that insofar as, a 
pronouncement of this character can effectively go in in- 
dicating what may be expected in the event of democratic 
success at the polls, there is little cause for unfavorable 
criticism of the document as a whole. Its general tenor 
•will be acceptable to the people, though there may be 
points with which voters will not find themselves in entire 
accord. For the matter of that, no platform, perhaps, ever 
met completely the desires of all the individual voters of 
any party. 


There is a declaration for strict economy and pro- 


gressivencss in city management, a re-affirmation of ad- 
herence to the principle of municipal ownership and a 
.pledge to further development of the water and lighting 
systems. There is a declaration for enlargement and de- 
velopment of the garbage disposal system and the street 
repair system, for insistence upon belter street railway 
service, for the continuation of the track elevation pro- 
gram, for clean and well-lighted streets, for the acquisi- 
tion of parks and playgrounds and for river dredging as a 
means of flood prevention. All these are supplemented by 
a declaration that the party is in full accord with the 
movement for a greater city. 


There is a square-toed pledge against any increase 


in the tax levy or in official salaries during the next four 
years, and a declaration favoring the repeal of the present 
park hoard law as conferring too sweeping powers upon 
the board of park commissioners. On the question of law 
and order the platform pledges "impartial" enforcement 
;of law, and "the elimination of vice in any form or dis- 
trict, blind tigers, dives and gambling houses." 


The effectiveness of the law-enforcement portion of 


the platform, of course, is going to depend entirely upon 
what the successful candidate for mayor, should the party 
be victorious, may conceive to constitute law-enforcement. 
It has always been so. Indeed, the whole situation re- 
eolves itself into one in which the question of men is of 
vastly more importance than that of measures. All good 
citizens, regardless of party, will be in agreement as to the 
necessity for efficient, progressive government, honestly, 
economically and capably administered, and for law and 
order. The selection of men to best provide these condi- 
tions is the real issue before the people.

One and three-fourths cups milk, two 


eggs, two tablespoons eornstareh, one- 
half cup sugar, few grains salt, one-

ented young men going into the minis- 
try now. 


"In college, I know, the standard of 


theological students is higher now than 
it ever was before," said Doctor King. 
"Within the last year we have ma<le it 
necessary for every applicant to show 
a full bachelor's degree, moaning a four 
years' college course, before he can en- 
ter 
the 
theological 
seminary. 
The 


course there is three full years. 
We 


are making thene higher requirements 
herjtisc the need of seolarshin and ma- 
ture training in other lines is growing 
constantly. and vvc iind that the higher 
rc'liiircinentK are not cutting down the 
number of students."
